Another triumph of science over nature, which may induce 
a hit more tolerance of science by smooth-fated fundamentalists, 
however the bewhiskered ones rave against it, is the application 
of electrical power to the safety razor, “which will reduce to the 
minimum the energy necessary to shave oneself in the morning. 
In an age when we hear more than we like about overwork killing 
men who are willing to work, this product of the laboratory of 
some Edison-minded youth, should be warmly welcomed. It should 
prolong the lives of the fellows who are doing what has to he done 
and prove a great boon to millions of leisurely habits who do hut 
little and find that little irksome. 
But consider the doctors. 
They have made some money out 
of the physical ills of those debilitated by overwork, hut as this 
anachronistic type is rarely found outside the ranks of the unusu­ 
ally capable and devoted, and consequently deservedly rich, there 
have not been enough cases to go around among the profession. 
At that, overwork hurts or kills hut few' in comparison with the 
multitudes that suffer in consequence of slothfulness. The fellow 
who takes it too easy “runs down” faster than he who is up and 
doing all his wakeful hours. Reducing tho strain of manual tasks 
is important, of coursd, hut if we wrant to be sick the surest way 
to achieve the end is to loaf more than we should. 
The electrically operated safety razor probably will be a very 
small factor in lowering the tone of tho nation’s manhood, but it 
is more or less terrifying as an indication of harm the progress 
of inventive genius may do.—S t.

This age-old question is again being debated. Twenty years 
ago Dr. Osier declared that men of 60 h a d outlived their useful­ 
ness and should be chloroformed. 
Now comes Dr. Frederick I li­ 
ney, professor of neurology at Columbia University, with the 
statement that men of 60 should be entering the stage of the great­ 
est usefulness, citing the c a s e of Thomas Pan* who was aet ive until 
the age of 130 years and died at 151, 
Dr. Tilney contends that old 
age is largely due to the cumulative effects of toxins in the body 
and states that in many instances the brain has vitality to carry 
it beyond the 100-year mark. 
There is no doubt but that Dr. Tilney is right and Osier 
wrong. The late James J. Hill, empire builder and founder of one 
of our great transcontinental railways, did his best work after 
fifty. 
Senator Knute Nelson died at the ripe ago of HO and was 
vigorous mentally and physically to the end. 
Then there is that 
veteran editor, Alvah Eastman, who though past TO, 1s as alert 
mentally and physically as ever and is daily writing editorials 
that are copied throughout the Northwest and beyond. These are 
but a few of the hundreds of cases that might be given to refute 
the Osier theory, but to make the case yet stronger let us cite Jus­ 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes, who at tho age of 88 is one of the 
most valued members of the Supreme Court of the United States; 
its chief justice, William Howard Taft, who is 71, and then that 
grand old man, Thomas A. Edison, who is yet hitting on all eight 
at the age of 82. 
The modern version is that a woman is as old 
as she looks and a man is old when he stops looking.— Wadena 
Pioneer Journal.

T his age-old question is again being debated. 
Twenty years 
ago Dr. Osier declared that men of (iff had outlived their use!ill­ 
ness and should be chloroformed. Now comes Dr. Frederick Til- 
ney, professor of neurology at Columbia University, with the 
statement that men of 60 should be entering the stage of the great­ 
est usefulness, citing the case of Thomas Parr who was active until 
the age of 130 years and died at 154. Dr. Tilney contends that old 
age is largely due to the cumulative effects of toxins in the body 
and states that in many instances the brain has vitality to carry 
it beyond the 100-year mark. 
There is no doubt but that Dr. Tilney is right and Osier 
wrong. The late James J. Hill, empire builder and founder of one 
of our great transcontinental railways, did his best work after 
fifty. 
Senator Knute Nelson died at the ripe age of SO and was 
vigorous mentally and physically to the end. 
Then there is that 
veteran editor, Alvah Eastman, who though past 70, is as alert 
mentally and physically as ever and is daily writing editorials 
that are copied throughout the Northwest and beyond. These are 
but a few of the hundreds of cases that might be given to refute 
the Osier theory, but to make the ease yet stronger let us cite Jus­ 
tice Oliver Wendell Holmes, who at the age of SS is one of the 
most valued members of the Supreme Court of the United States; 
its chief justice, William Howard Taft, who is 71, and then that 
grand old man, Thomas A. Edison, who is yet hitting on all eight 
at the age of 82.

A program of variety and careful 
preparation was presented last Sat­ 
urday evening by the Swedish Glee 
club and others.

men, singing unaccompanied, produces 
rich, organ like harmonies, and sings 
with an unusual heartiness that com­ 
municates cheer to its audience. Some­ 
times one’s attention was attracted to 
the tenors' work, and sometimes to 
the basses’ mellow foundation tones 
or to some interesting quick work in 
their part.

close. As an encore they sang a song 
of a very different type—“Last Night.’ 

Miss Drexler charmed 
with her sustained singing, in con­ 
trast to the flexibility and abandon re­ 
quired by the first number. Her high 
unbelievably soft tones in the second 
song would have made the evening 
worth while had nothing else been 
well done. 
The Glee club aceompa 
niinent to this song was very good.

C. W. Mahlum, contralto, William An 
derson, tenor, and G. Wahlstrom, bass, 
gave a group of songs 
of which

are ever popular whether as soloists 
or singing with others. 
In their first 
number the decided rhythm was very 
well brought out.

Aim of St. Louis Heads 
Dr. George T. Moore, director of 
Shaw ’s Garden, Is to be thanked and 
St. Louis home owners congratulated 
upon the proposed substitution of a 
school for the training of practical 
am ateur gardeners in place of the 
custom of training landscape archi­ 
tects that has been In force a t the 
garden for many years. 
While the 
service to St. Louis and the St. Louis 
district through the training of land­ 
scape architects has been great, the 
service by which practical gardeners 
and home owners who may be classed 
as am ateurs are Instructed In proper 
methods of borne beautification in car­ 
ing for shrubbery, flowers and lawns 
m ast be considered of greater impor­ 
tance.

co, stone, or, like the Grace Park of 
St. Louis, of brick, but one ingredi­ 
ent is necessary to all; good lumber.
